She recently sent it to Melissa Hall who
works for Michael Johnson. Apparently the data is now on Johnson's FTP site. She
may have some contractual obligation to upload it to CEDEN, not sure. | will send you
an email exchange with Melissa.

5. FERC Datasets (SWRCB, DRW - Erin Ragazzi) — | (J Salisbury) will send Erin an
email and follow-up with a phone call next week (Oct. 31st).

6. Data from dredging — most will be lab vs. field samples and will not be useful.
